It has beveled edges as 


smooth as could be made by a shoemaker's knife. 
Inside these edges arc two rows of neat perfora- 
tions such as would be. made in stitching the 
sole to the shoe's upper. Furthermore, it is the 
same color as leather—possibly due to iron sul- 
phide, which, however, was not present in the 
surrounding rock. Veteran cobblers, who have 
examined the object, insist it is unquestionably 
the work of a master shoemaker. 


1 Dr. Matthew says that Knapp's find is an ac- 


cidental creation of the period before man first 
appeared on earth. 
It is the most perfect speci- 


men of its sort ever found, belter even than the 
recently discovered stone that looks amazingly 
like a petrified human eye. Fanners have noticed 
such freaks of nature iu gourds or potatoes that 
mature into striking likenesses of human or ani- 
raal faces, minutely accurate copies. 
Chinese 


scientists, who believe that civilization travels 
lip and down forever, like an endless chain of 
lulls and valleys, would pronounce Knapp's find 
the real thing. 


It is important, whether you believe in it or 


not for il colls attention to how little man knows 
of the earth's past. William Jennings Bryan, who 
is lighting the followers of Darwin's theory of 
evolution, might stir up a hornet's nest by con- 
tending that the Piltdown Skull and similar 
trophies, which scientists recognize as remnants 
of prehistoric man, also arc accidental creations, 
like.

This throws a light upon the position of 


France widely different from that in which she 
has been usually represented in the United Stales. 
We have complained of the continued failure of 
the French to make ends meet, of Ihcir mount- 
ing deficit and apparently willful refusal to at- 
tempt the balancing of the budget. It seemed a 
just complaint on the explanation generally 
given, that France's chief preoccupation \va,s 
with a swollen army, stern enforcement of Uic 
occupation privileges given by the treaty of Ver- 
sailles and a general altitude of militaristic im- 
perialism. Mr. Simonds' explanation depicts a 
I'rance beggared not by preparation for future 
wars of conquest, but by repairing the damage 
of a past war of invasion and aggression from 


. without. There is a great difference. 


Of course, Mr. Simonds is known as a friend 


ol' Franco, and his disposition iias always been to 
spread the mantle of the, best possible explana- 
tion over the movements of French policy. But 


on Die oilier hand much of what we. have heard 
concerning France has come from quarters quite 
as biased against bcr. No doubt Ihc trulh, us 
usual, lies somewhere between Ihc Iwo extremes. 


One. prediction hinted, rather than definite- 


ly pronounced by Mr. Simonds, would if verified 
•go far lo justify his point of view and to remove 
the hostility and doubt with which French mo- 
tives are analyzed. Ilia I would be. Ihc reduction 
of (lie French term of conscription from three 
years to one year, thus reducing the size of the 
French army'by 100,000 men. This, if Mr. Si- 
•monds' figures arc correct, might, not make a 
{•real deal of difference in the French deficit. ^ 
But it would be a very striking answer lo llicj 
enemies of France who depict her now as en- 
deavoring lo build up in Europe the same sort 
of military, sword-clanking dominatiou which 
Germany was forced to relinquish.
